A  corrvsiioudcnt  in  same  paper  has  a 
suggestion  ol  bis  own  :  "Why  uot,  1 
ask  ^u  good  faith,  let  tho  Concord  Pris- 
ou  remain  and  go  lo  work  al  once  in 
the  right  direction  and  do  what  should 
have  been  dono  years  ago— that  was  to 
have  built  a  prison  in  a  bcaltle 
proper  place,  wheie  tho  prison  could 
bare  been  droio< 
than  five  miles  long  before  caiplyiug 
iulo  the  oceau.  The  prison  should  bo 
built  ou  Kaiusford  Island, or  some  other 
isloud  far  down  our  harbor,  or  on  som< 
neck  of  land  running  to  the  ocean.  Tin 
materials  of  tbo  Cbarlcsiow  u  Prison 
would  contribute  largely  to  the  building 
of  such  a  prison." 

Snys  tho  Transcript :  "11  tho  prison 
hud  never  bceu  buiit  nt  Coucord,  there 
could  be  but  quo opiniou  as  lo  the  nd- 
autases  of  the  respective  sites  ;  but  a* 
the  Stoic  has  the  property  on  its  hands, 
pro|>crty  that  cannot  be  disposed  of  ex 
sacrifice,  and  as  tin 
Chatlcstown  sito  must  sooner  or  later 
find  a  purchaser  at  r.  fair  price, it  would 
tho  part  of  wisdom  to  put  the 
Coucord  prison  into  proper  sanitary 
condition  aod  utilise  it.  This  sec 
be  tho  prevalent  opinion  at  the  Stule 
here  it  is  uot  generally  believed 
lhat  the  proposition  lo  remove  will  pre- 
nil  before  the  Legislature." 
The  same  paper  discusses  elaborate^ 
the  snoilary  aud  financial  phases  of  lh< 
problem  in  a  comparative  way.  Tbc 
lost  three  years  al  Cbarleslown  showed 
death  rale  of  1  lo  49,  and  Ibc  first 
three  years  at  Concord  on  average  of  I 
to  31.  More  specifically:  The  Charles- 
iw-n  rule  in  1875  was  1  too" ;  io  187C, 
lo  38  ;  io  1877,  1  to  57.  The  Con- 
cord rate  was— 1879,  1  to  2s ;  1880,  1 
to  31  ;  1881,  1  lo  36.  As  1879  w  as 
spent  partly  ut  tbc  old  prison,  lhat 
year  is  not  included  iu  Ibis 
Iu  the  Inst  three  years  at  Charlcslown 
tbcro  were  '21  death*  from  coosunipti 

typhoid  fever ;  iu  tbc  first  three 
years  nt  Concord  there  wens  1 1  deaths 
from  the  same  causes. 
The   appareut  anises  for  Ihi 
ilo  of  ibiogsnre  lo  be  fouud  in  imper- 
fect ventilation,  tho  lack  ol  sewerage 
and  the  noeenco  of  a  niiflkiout  supply  of 
pure  water.    It  is  w  orthy  of  nolo  that 
evils  now  complained  of  were  accu 
nitely  predicted  by   Oiircnier  Talliol 
in  hi*  communication   lo   the  Prison 
i,  Nov.  18,  1874,  giving 
reasons  for  not  opprov  iug  the  plans  ol 
tho  new  prison. 

Oovcnior  Tolbol  nl»o  predicted  lhat 
the  prison  would  be  unnecessarily  cxpen- 
lo  build,  and  far  more  expeusivc 
iiaiiitain  than  is  desirable,  which 
prediction*  hnvo  proved  true.

The  Brooklyn  Bridge. 

"Few  persons  understand,"  said  en- 
gineer Martin,  "that  the  passenger 
promenade  is  lo  be  in  the  centre  or  ibo 
bridge,  nine  feet  above  the  roadway  for 
enrrioge*  and  railroad  cars.  There 
will  be  no  finer  promenade  in  the  world. 
Tho  view,  taking  iu  the  bay,  the  rirer, 
»  glimpse  of  the  sonnd,  and  the  area  of 
densely  populated  cities,  will  be  soch  as 
thousand*  will  delight  to  linger  before. 
The  w  alking  distance  over  the  bridge, 
from  terminus  lo  terminus,  will  be 
about  □  mile,  nod  because  of  the  in- 
terest that  ranst  be  excited  nmone  pas- 
sengers, it  will  seem  a  very  short  mile. 
It  will  take  about  lour  minutes  U>  cross 
the  bridge  in  the  cars,  and  tbc  time  ol 
going  Irom  Ibc  Brooklyn  city  hall  will 
be  shortened  abont  20  minutes. "

"Tho  length  of  each  land  span  is  330 
feet ;  that  of  the  main  span,  as  onr 
measurement  today  shows  1595  feet  5 
inches.

The  influences  of  reportorial  aod 
editorial  life  upon  the  laborers  in  those 
department*  of  oewspaiser  work, purify- 
ing, enlarging  and  derating,  or  rice 
versa,  as  one's  purposes  are  high  or 
low  ;  those  influences,  nnseen, unknown 
or  rarely  thought  of  by  the  reading 
world ,  make  the  same  potent  force  that  is 
recognised  ns  one  of  the  principal  fac- 
tors io  moulding  the  destinies  of  the 
world  ;  the  same,  but  reflex  in  il*  oper- 

In  no  field  ol  thought  or  labor  is  ono 
subject  to  such  a  variety  of  influences 
as  in  iho  reportorial ;  in  no  other  field 
is  ooc  drawn  ioto  every  condition  of 
existence ;  in  no  other  field  is  one  ex- 
pected to  laithfnlly  reproduce  the  be- 
liefs, whimsicalities  aod  plain  errors  ol 
everybody  else  resardless  ol  his  own 
convictions ;  in  no  other  field  is  one 
brought  in  contact  with  every  phase  ol 
ight  aod  wrong ;  in  no 
other  field  does  a  man  more  distinctly 
mark  himself  blare  or  cowardly  than 
in  the  reportorial  or  editorial. 

The  reporter  enters  the  hannls  ol  the 
blackest  rice,  and  follows  his  object  as 
it  shrinks  away  into  its  den.  He  notes 
iu  beginning,  iu  various  steps  and  iu 
end,  aod  is  cither  tascinalcd  or  repelled 
by  iu  He  stands  a  liule  apart  from  a 
happy  aod  harmonious  family  circle, 
aod  watches  life  as  dcmonstrslrd  there 
from  the  cradle  to  the  grave,  and  tf  not 
loo  low  to  de*irc,or  soured  to  imitate, fee  Is 
himself  lifted  into  a  pure  atmosphere. 
It  may  be  that  be  wanders  aside  from 
the  beaten  path  aod  happen*  lo  pass 
some  Dopreteotious  chapel,  hidden  by 
grove  aod  climbing  vine,  and  bears  the 
prayer  of  some  bumble  devotee  as  she 
kneels  be  lore  the  shrine  of  "Mary,  the 
Mother  of  our  Lord,"  aod  be  feels  him- 
self drawn  into  sympathy  with  the  de- 
votional spirit  of  the  worshipper,  even 
if  he  ha*  no  regard  for  her  form  of 
worship  or  patience  with  her  mteBec- 
loal  belief.  He  become?  familiar  with 
the  deceits,  shams,  tricks  and  di^booesty 
in  all  kinds  of  trade,  and  ehber  tails 
into  similar  ways  ol  treating  bis  tellows 
or  strides  (ar  above  such  demoralizing 
conditions. 

He  stands  in  the  midst  of  a  railroad 
horror,  and  while  many  are  dand.  use- 
less aod  horror -stricken,  be  mast  be 
cold,  active  and  inquisitive,  with  an 
eye  single  lo  business  and  the  appetite 
of  the  people  for  the  mraw.es*  particu- 
lar*, the  tendeaey  of  a  kick  u  to  harden 
one's  heart  to  the  sufferings  of  ki-  fel- 
lows. Where  rer  the  "silver  cord  be 
loosed,  or  the  golden  bowl  be  broken, 
or  the  pucker  broken  at  the  toss  stein, 
or  the  wheel  broke,  at  the  cistern." 
there  L:  sust  be.  and  standing;  by  the 
open  casket,  or  the  niche  in  God's 
green  earth,  be  should  forget  the  sins, 
weaknesses  and  mheriled  erfl  propensi- 
tie*  of  Ike  deceased-  aad  wisaow  frosn 
his  record  the  good,  neautiful  aad  as- 
piring and  spread  it  Isrvsads  .  u  for  the 
comfort  of  the  beieaied  anal  the  laaali 
tion  of  others.

It  is  well  nod  generally  known  lltnt 
various  species  of  the  outs  kocp  aphldt 
as  men  keep  milk-cows,   to  supply 
nutritious  secretion.     Ilubcr  first  ob~ 
served  this  fart,  and  noticed  that  the 
ants  collected  the  egjjs  o(  aphides,  •  and 
treated  them  with  as  much  apparent 
care  as  they  treated  their  own.  When 
these  eggs  hatch  out,  the  aphides  are 
kept  and  Ted  by  the  ants.  Sometimes 
the  stents  and  branches  ou  w  hich  they 
live  arc  encased  by  the  aats  iu  cla) 
w  alls,  in  which  doors    arc  left  Inns 
enough  to  admit  the  nnt%  but  loo  small 
to  allow  Ihc  apliidrs  to  escape.  Tin 
lalter  arc  therefore  imprisoned  in  rogii' 
Inr  Mables.      The  sweet  secretion  is 
yielded  to  the  ant."  by  a  process  of 
"milking,**  which  consul.-,  in  the 
stroking  the  aphides  with  their  notec 
Sir  John  Lubbock  has  made  an 
tercsting  addition    to  our  kuoirletlge 
respecting  the    habit  in  question,  as 
practiced  by  a  certain  species  of  ant 
(liasius  Hants),  which  departs  iu  a 
somewhat  remarkable  manner  from  tho 
habit  as  practiced  by  other  species, 

"When  my  cegs  hatched  I  naturally 
thought  the  aphides  belougnl  to  ono  of 
tbe  species  usuallr  found  in  the  roots 
of  plant!  iu  the  nests  of  Lasius  flavus. 
To  my  surprise,  however,  the  young 
rrentnres  made  the  best  of  their  way 
out  of  the  nest,  »nd,indccd  were 
times  brought  ont  of  the  nest  by  the 
ants  themselves." 

Subsequent  observation  showed  that 
these  ants,  born  from  eggs  hatched 
ant's  uest,  Jed  the  nest,  or  were  taken 
from  it,  as  soon  as  they  were  batched, 
in  order  to  live  npon  a  kiod  of  dnisv 
which  grew  around  the  ne>l.  Sir  John 
then  made  out  tbe  whole  case  as  fol- 

Ilerc  are  aphides  not  living  in  the 
ant's  nest,  but  ontside,  on  the  leafstalks 
of  plants.  The  egss  are  laid  early  in 
October  on  the  food  plant  ol  the  insect. 
They  are  of  do  direct  use  to  the  ants, 
yet  they  are  not  left,  where  the; 
laid,  where  they  wonld  be  exposed  to 
the  severity  of  the  weather  and  to 
nnmcrablc  dangers,  but  arc  brought 
into  their  nests  by  the  ants,  and  tended 
by  them  with  the  almost  care  through 
the  long  winter  mouths  until  the  follow- 
ing March,  when  the  young  ones 
brought  out  and  again  placed  ou  the 
young  shoots  ol  tbe  daisy.  This  seem- 
to  mo  a  most  remarkable  case  ol  pru- 
dence. Our  ants  may  not  perhaps  lay 
up  food  for  the  winter, but  they  do  more 
for  they  keep  during  the  six  month: 
the  eggs  which  will  enable  them  to  pro 
cure  lood  during  the  following  winter.

Therefore 
the  whole  community  is  entirely  de- 
pendent upon  ils  slaves :  tbe  ma 
are  not  able  to  make  their  own  nests, 
or  feed  their  own  larva-,  or  even  to  feed 
themselves ;  they  die  of  starvation 
the  midst  of  favorite  food  if  a  slave 
should  not  be  present  to  hand  it 
proper  form.  In  order  to  confirm  this 
observation  (originally  dne  to  Ilubcr) 
Lespcs  placed  a  piece  ol  moistened  sugar 
near  a  nest  of  these  slave  makers.  It 
was  soon  found  by  one  ol  the  tlavrs, 
which  gorged  itsell  and  returned.  Other 
slaves  then  came  out  and  did  likewise. 
Some  ol  the  .masters  next  came  ont, 
and  by  pnlliDg  the  leg.  or  the  feeding 
slaves  reminded  them  that  they  were 
neglecting  their  duty.  The  slave,  then 
immediately  began  to  serve  the  sugar 
to  their  masters.  Had  they  not  done 
so,  there  is  no  donbt  they  would  have 
been  punished,  for  tbe  masters  bite  tbe 
slaves  when  displeased  with  them. 
Forel  and  Darwin  have  also  confirmed 
these  observations  of  Huber.  Indeed, 
the  structure  of  the  mouth  in  Foruica 
rnfescens  is  snch  as  to  render  eclf-feol- 
ing  difficult  if  not  physically  impossible. 
Its  long  and  narrow  jaws,  admirably 
adapted  to  pierce  the  head  of  au  *nemy, 
do  not  admit  ot  being  ueed  for  feeding 
Oi-leas  liquid  food  is  poured  into  them 
from  the  mouth  of  a  slave. 

In  Brazil  leaf-bugs  are  employed  as 
•laves  by  ant«.  and  Andnbon  say«  :

lliey  are  not  necessarily  engaged  in  the 
active  duties  for  which  they  nrc  cm- 

Sucr.  2.  A  persou  or  corporation 
violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  thici 
act  shall  be  punished  by  fine  of  not  less 
than  f  10  nor  more  thau  $30  lor  each 
offence. 

Approved  April  12,  18*2.
